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Boulevard  of  the  Master  Builder

Residents  of  Glen  Park  have  on  numerous  occasions 
driven,  ridden  or  walked  up  the  wide  boulevard  that 
winds  around  Glen  Canyon.  It  begins  where  Bosworth 
Street  veers  off  into  the  park  following  the  intersection 
of  Congo,  Elk  and  Bosworth.  For  those  who  have 
wondered,  "who  was  O'Shaughnessy?",  I  offer  the 
following  biography. 

Michael  Maurice  (M.M.)  O'Shaughnessy  figures 
large  in  San  Francisco  history.  He  arrived  in  San 
Francisco  in  April  of  1885,  with  one  suitcase,  a  degree  in 
engineering  from  the  Royal  University  of  Dublin  and  all 
the  vigor  of  his  21  years.  He  didn't  find  work  in  San 
Francisco  right  away,  but  spent  7  years  in  Hawaii, 
building  aqueducts,  tunnels  and  ditches  for  the 
plantations.  He  met  Jack  London  there  and  they  became 
lifelong  friends.  Jack  said  of  his  friend,  "[He  is]  a  daring 
engineer  who  conquered  gorges  and  jungles  and  built 
enduringly  in  concrete  and  masonry." 

He  came  back  in  the  aftermath  of  the  1906  quake 
and  designed  a  high  pressure  water  system  with  giant 
reservoirs  in  key  positions  against  future  conflagrations. 
When  this  was  completed,  he  went  to  San  Diego  and 
built  several  dams  and  waterworks. 

In  August  of  1912,  finally  the  city  that  he  loved  sent 
for  him  to  be  their  chief  engineer.  San  Francisco  was 
suffering  from  a  chronic  shortage  of  fresh  water,  and 
outlying  neighborhoods  had  no  public  transportation. 
The  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel,  which  was  built  in  191 7,  was 


one  of  his  first  projects.  You  can  see  the  main  passenger 
station  (Forest  Hills)  below  the  Laguna  Honda  Hospital. 
Boring  12,000  feet  into  solid  rock  was  to  mean  feat,  and 
procuring  the  funding  wasn't  easy  either.  Mr. 
O'Shaughnessy  could  be  an  obdurate  man,  as  evidenced 
by  the  completion  in  1928  of  the  Duboce/Sunset  tunnel, 
another  physically  and  politically  difficult  project.  He 
built  the  Ocean  Beach  esplanade  and  added  68  miles  of 
track  to  the  municipal  railway.  Altogether,  the  projects 
constructed  during  his  tenure  as  city  engineer  cost  more 
than  $180  million  and  we  are  still  using  them  today. 

But  the  most  pressing  problem  was  water.  Several 
plans  were  put  forward.  M.  M.  O'Shaughnessy  picked 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  plan.  He  spent  a  year  in 
Washington  fighting  for  permission  to  build  in  one  of 
the  nation's  first  national  parks.  In  December  of  1913, 
the  Raker  Act  was  passed,  allowing  the  city  to  proceed 
with  its  plans.  The  act  contained  some  explicit 
conditions,  including  the  construction  of  scenic  roads 
and  trails  in  the  area  of  Yosemite  National  Park,  the 
completion  of  the  dam  building  at  Hetch  Hetchy  as 
quickly  as  possible  and  the  promise  never  to  sell  or  give 
Hetch  Hetchy  water  or  power  to  a  private  person  or 
corporation  for  resale. 

When  the  project  was  finally  completed,  the 
resultant  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct  was  149  miles  long 
and  in  a  gravity  flow  carried  pure  water  from  the  Sierra 
Nevada  mountains  to  San  Francisco  and  neighboring 
cities,  generating  electricity  in  the  process.  The  heart  of 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  system  is  O'Shaughnessy  Dam,  which 
rises  430  feet  across  the  granite- walled  course  of  the

Neighborhood  Improvement 

As  a  neighborhood,  dozens  of  individuals  during  April 
gathered  to  help  clean  an  open  space  on  the  first  block 
northeast  of  Chenery  on  Diamond  street. 

The  site,  which  abuts  an  easement  owned  by  the  city 
of  San  Francisco,  had  not  been  maintained  for  some 
time.  Consequently,  broken  bottles,  construction  debris, 
car  parts,  and  other  assorted  objects  had  accumulated, 
making  the  site  a  safety  hazard  and  an  eyesore.  Shoul- 
der-high weeds  had  obscured  much  of  the  debris. 

It  was  not  until  residents  Brent  Berneau  and  Tiffany 
Farr  brought  the  issue  to  the  Glen  Park  Association  that 
action  was  taken. 

Now  efforts  are  being  made  by  the  Glen  Park 
Association,  the  association's  Neighborhood  Improve- 
ment Committee,  the  Glen  Park  Merchants'  Association 
and  other  concerned  individuals  to  develop  a  long-term 
landscape  and  maintenance  plan  for  the  site.

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to  Steve  Skinner  Landscape  Design  and  Chris 
Montgomery,  San  Francisco's  district  supervisor  for  the 
Bureau  of  Street  Environmental  Services. 

Traffic  &  Parking  Success  Story

way  STOP  at  Elk  and  Chenery  Streets.  The  city  still  has 
to  repaint  and  re-strip  all  the  crosswalks  and  parking 
areas  along  Elk,  but  we  are  willing  to  wait  now  that  the 
STOP  signs  are  in  place.  They  have  come  at  a  critical 
time  as  our  days  are  getting  longer  and  the  school  year 
will  be  over  soon. 

Natick  Street  is  now  one-way,  which  should  ease 
some  of  the  congestion  on  this  narrow  street.  Carrie  and 
Natick  are  now  one-way  streets  in  opposite  directions. 

Construction  continues  at  the  101/280  interchange 
and  CalTrans  is  now  projecting  an  earlier  completion  on 
a  portion  of  their  work. 

We  need  a  new  chairperson  for  the  traffic  and 
parking  committee.  Much  has  been  accomplished  in  the 
past  year.

There  were  many  questions  and  comments,  but  it 
became  most  apparent  that  people  want  more  of  Officer 
Feledy's  time  to  patrol  the  streets  of  Glen  Park! 

Hcmelessness  and  Matrix 

Does  San  Francisco  have  enough  shelters,  is  there  food 
or  are  people  going  hungry?  What  about  metal  health 
and  substance  abuse  services? 

These  are  a  few  of  the  questions  Eleanor  Jacobs,  the 
mayor's  Homeless  Coordinator,  attempted  to  answer  at 
our  March  meeting. 


According  to  Jacobs'  report,  there  are  ample  food 
and  organizations  throughout  the  city  which  provide 
groceries  and  hot  meals.  Shelter  is  a  more  difficult 
problem  because  dormitory  housing  arrangements  are 
not  necessarily  the  most  appropriate.  This  approach 
might  work  fine  at  summer  camp  but  is  much  less 
effective  when  combined  with  people  who  have 
psychiatric  and  substance  abuse  problems. 

Eleanor  suggested  that  it  is  best  not  to  give  money 
to  panhandlers  but  instead  donate  to  one  of  the  relief 
organizations  that  service  the  needs  of  the  homeless 
and  disadvantaged.
